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Last Friday at approximately 4:00 am, 
Shawn Fahéy awoke from a sound sleep 
because of a light shining into his room 
Wanting to know who was up at that time, 
and why, he got out of bed. As he took a few 
steps, he started to feel light headed and 
ended up collapsing on a railing. 

His parents, John and April, awoke as a 
result of the commotion only to find their 
son lying on the floor. Eight hours later, the 
17-year old Wilmington High School student 
was in the emergency room of Children's 
Hospital in Boston, undergoing emergency 
brain surgery. 

This most recent Tuesday evening, Shawn 
was feeling terrific, laying in his hospital 
bed when he was supposed to be hanging 
with friends or dishing out candy to trick- 
or-treaters. 

The five-hour surgery was successful on 
Friday afternoon, and now he can rest com- 
fortably knowing that there won't be any 
more headaches, medical tests, C.A.T. 
scans, collapses or trips to the hospital in 
the middle of the night 

But along with all of that, there won't be 
any more football either. 

Shawn, a two-way starter on this year's 
Wildcat football team, was injured in the 
team's game against Amesbury back on 
Friday, September 29th; an injury that ulti- 
mately resulted in his need for the surgery 

“It was a pass to the tight end over the 
middle and I tried to break it up,” said the 
linebacker. “I tried to get low and I stuni- 
bled and my helmet went into both of his 
knees. I made the tackle, and he got up but 
I didn't.”

Immediately Wilmington High School 
trainer Billy Martin rushed to the field. As 
the crowd lookéd™on, Martin's body lan- 
guage indicated how serious the injury. 
Absolute silence fell over the crowd as the 
football coaches rushed the field. After a 
few very long moments, Shawn started to 
move a little 

“I was unconscious for about 30 seconds I 
guess,” he said. “I really don't remember 
much. I remember getting into the ambu- 
lance. And I remember when Coach (Bob 
Almeida) asked me if | wanted to give the 
thumbs up sign on my wait out.” 

Shawn did give the thumbs up sign as he 
was taken out on a stretcher to a waiting 
ambulance. 

His parents were on the field almost 
immediately, and were relieved to find out 
that their son's injury - a pretty serious con- 
cussion - wasn't life threatening 

“Oh yeah, that (moment) certainly put a 
few years on his father and 1,” said Shawn's 
mother, April. “The unknown just kills you. 
He was lying there like a sack of potatoes. 
That certainly put a few years on me.” 

From that night on September 29th, 
through to this past week, Shawn still was- 
n't feeling well. The headaches weren't 
going away, despite visits to several differ- 
ent doctors. And he couldn't dress up and 
play for the Wildcat football team 

“I was told originally that a week after the 
headaches go away that I would be cleared 
to play again,” he said. “That's the general 
rule. The headaches started to go away and 
I had an appointment upcoming. I had 
already missed two games and I thought I 
would have been cleared to play. But the

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Referendum Questions 1,2,3 
Just say “NO” 


Voters will be asked on 
Tuesday to vote on three refer- 
endum questions. 

The Town Crier urges voters 
to vote "No" on all three. 

All three are the products of 
advocacy groups of one kind or 
another who have not been able 
to get their way through nor- 
mal channels, eg. the 
Massachusetts legislature, so 
with a lot of platitudes and self- 
serving rationale, they're going 
directly to the voters. 

Question #1 

An expensive, far reaching 
campaign has been waged by 
big business to get bigger. And, 
in a world where it's be big or 
be gone, it's all about the big 
getting bigger. 

The issue here is alcohol. 

How permissive and how 
invasive should alcohol be in all 
our lives? 

The ‘major food chains, 
including the so-called box 
stores, all want to sell wine. 
And, in the next election it will 
be beer... and the next, every- 
thing. 

Your local chief of police has 
urged you to vote "no". The 
Chiefs of Police have strongly 
urged a "No" vote statewide. 
Police departments have a 
front row seat for the damages 
caused by alcohol and to see its 
dire consequence on a daily 
basis. 

Groups like the Mass. State 
Police echo such sentiments. So 
do local groups like the 
Burlington Board of Selectmen, 
Reading Board of Selectmen, 
the Woburn City Council and 
Wilmington selectmen who 
urge a "No" vote. 

The state's Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission 
also urges a "No". The issue 
also puts more of a strain on 
local city licensing commis- 
sions or boards of selectmen to 
carefully review every applica- 
tion - and monitor it 24/7. It's 
approaching critical mass as 
far as communities can be 
stretched to provide such moni- 
toring, 

As wine gets displayed in gro- 
cery stores, the promotions will 
get stronger and stronger. The 
bottom line of the store, not 
society's bottom line, is the 
business goal. There will be the 


sweet talk, cut rate prices, 
enticing advertising and the 
like to get more people to buy 
more wines that will not in the 
long run serve society's needs. 

One only has to think in terms 
of what the stopping of smok- 
ing in taverns, restaurants and 
business has done to cigarette 
sales. Even Ireland and Italy 
showed dramatic plunges in 
uses after cigarettes were 
banned in public _ places. 
England will experience the 
same thing come July 1. And, 
we wouldn't think in terms now 
of making cigarettes more 
accessible, more affordable, 
like the old days. So why should 
we be promoting more liquor? 
If price is the issue, then shop 
the discount liquor stores but 
like all purchases, one has to 
think a bit before one casually 
just grabs a bottle off a shelf 
and downs it. Society needs less 
alcohol, not more. 

Question #2 

The most confusing issue of 
them all. It's not all black and 
white and confusing to the 
voter. 

The issue would make a 
bureaucratic mess out of the 
town and city ballots in the 
state. 

This question would allow 
candidates to put their names 
with just about every splinter 
group in the state. Having can- 
didates seek the nomination of 
all these splinter groups by rep- 
etition on the ballot is unwieldy. 
The idea was concocted in 
political hell. Just vote "No". 

Question #3 

Again, this is an issue looked 
at’by Mass. legislatures. over 
the years and no headway. So, 
for the advocacy group behind 
platitudes of saving children 
become the issue.

The Family Therapist 


Is your child's homework a positive or 
negative experience? Do you wonder why 
some parents able to motivate their child 
to succeed while others fail? Homework 
can make the difference between being a 
good student or a poor one. Most parents 
are concerned because they realize these 
possibilities. Many parents get involved to 
help their children to insure success. 

Help is a positive word yet it can be 
counter productive. Expecting too much, 
over correcting, or becoming angry can 
make your help useless. Working with chil- 
dren at times can be like walking on eggs. 
Over the years I have heard so many par- 
ents state their frustration on why their 
child is so reluctant to seek their help. "I'm 
willing to give him or her all the time need- 
ed. I have the knowledge necessary to help. 
What more can I do?" 

A parent's love and concern are not 
enough. Allowing your child to be calm and 
receptive are the criteria for learning. 
Over the years I have heard parents com- 
plain about getting involved in their child's 
homework. “He wont listen. He becomes 
defensive each time I try to make a cor- 
rection, Many times it escalates into an 
argument." 

Homework can become a stressful ses- 
sion. It can also take away the closeness of 
parent and child. Some children try to 
avoid these confrontations by saying they 
have no homework. A parent's dilemma is 
how to help the child. What is wrong? 

Knowing how to deal with a child that dis-

likes homework is difficult. We must ask 
why does he hate doing homework? Some 
of the reasons are: He finds that he falls 
short of understanding and finishing his 
assignment. She could be frustrated 
because she is failing while her parents try 
to help. Then there is the lure of the TV, or 
the computer that does their thinking for 
them. 

In some cases a child's dignity and self- 
esteem are in jeopardy. These are the chil- 
dren who have the most difficulty learning. 
Good intent alone to help these children 
can backfire. A child's weakest subject can 
become the focus of everyone's greatest 
help. When a child is doing very poorly in 
a particular subject, everyone focuses on 
that inadequacy. 

Because of the constant corrections the 
school can become a negative setting. It 
may not end if the home becomes an 
extension of helping and reminding the 
child of this weakness. This degrading set- 
ting does not motivate or inspire confi- 
dence.

To make this possible, children 
should be given every opportunity to show 
parents what they know, rather than what 
they don't. This can happen by sending 
homework that represents the child's 
strong areas. This change can be imple-

mented in special need classes. Dealing 
with failure is more durable when you are 
being recognized for your successes. 

Every child has something to offer. If {t's 
not in academics, look into other areas; of 
possible strengths. It could be computer 
skills, games, or athletic abilities. For the 
few who have no noticeable strengths we 
must develop one. One of my clients Had 
this problem. However, he had a natural 
undeveloped strength. I was able to get him 
involved in performing pull-ups, also called 
chin-ups. His school gym program required 
this exercise. He was able to pull-up five 
times, which is better than average. By 
constant encouragement and many hotrs 
of developing this skill, this fifteen-year-pld 
boy broke the school record. He was abl¢ to 
chin himself seventeen times. This was the 
beginning of a new child. He was no 
champ, superior to the other children. 
was the spark that turned his life around. 
It is important to get involved in sharing 
and encouraging areas that develop self- 
esteem. 

Any child who can contribute and per 
form successfully is a happy kid. Constant 
exposure to weaknesses and failure will 
only take away incentive to learn. Try:to 
focus on the child's strengths, not only on 
homework, but all his endeavors. You will 
find a more motivated and happier child.

Remember when? 


(Editor's note: You probdbly 
won't remember these. This 
material was compiled by the 
late Henry Porter in the early 
1970s. Porter was a gentleman 
of the First Order. He was the 
circulation manager for the 
Town Crier for a few years after 
his retirement as postmaster.

Frank Meuse, Oliver McGrane 
and Everett Taylor put bands of 
sticky tanglefoot around trees 
for gypsy moth control 

The Boston and Maine 
Railroad shops were where the 
MBTA parking lot is now. 
(Where Bessie's grain store 
was.) The blast of the noontime 
whistle was the signal for 
lunchtime. There was a board- 
walk along the south side of 
Main Street 

Police Chief Walter Hill lived 


on Middlesex Avenue and would 
walk his toy black dog to the 
post office every day. The post 
office was on Main Street in the 
building that is now an insur- 
ance office, next to the bank 
parking lot. 

Mr. Craigin, superintendent of 
schools, would nap in a chair 
while visiting class. 

Milton Holt was postmaster 
and was also an auctioneer. His 
daughter Marion kept the books 
for his auctions, 

Mrs. Anna Sheldon was the 
town librarian. 

Abraham Atkins was the only 
student to graduate from 
Wilmington High School in 1915. 

Esther Sargent of Morse 
Avenue did a vocal solo in a 
Reading amateur show. Bill 
Babine, tree superintendent 
appeared on the same bill. 

Gardiner Ritchie was awarded 
the Carnegie Medal in 1930 for 
saving a man's life at the North 


Wilmington train station. He 
pulled W.F. Converse from one 
set of tracks, and then held him 
between two trains passing in 
opposite directions. 

Isadore Cohen, a one-legged 
cobbler lived on Glen Road near 
St. Paul Street. He had his eob- 
bler shop and a candy store in 
his home, which had a chimney 
made from cobblestones from 
the streets of Boston 
Neighborhood kids _ heavily 
patronized his business, and not 
for shoe repair. 

A group called Aides to 
Victory worked diligently to 
make life more bearable for the 
boys in the service. Mrs. Mae 
Hadley was the ringleader, and 
Muriel Martin was second in 
command 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilfred Andrews 
hired a pung from Glenn Downs 
to take their combined 4-H clubs 
on a sleigh ride. Jimmy Castine, 
a local newspaper reporter, 


asked all the kids to sit on one 
side of the pung, so he could get 
everybody in a picture. Just as J 
he was about to snap the pic- ) 
ture, the pung flipped over, toss- 
ing everybody into a snowbank. +

Tests 
ilso revealed fluid on the cyst, 
byt doctors assured him that he 
would begin to feel better over 
the next few days as the fluid 
dissipated. But he didn't. 

And that led to Friday morn- 
ing's collapse at his home.

kily, the doctors and coming 
tothis hospital corrected every- 
thing and he's on his way back 
to recovery. They have been so 
wonderful and we're so lucky to 
have their help.” 

Shawn's cyst had burst. He 
had fluid and blood, which 
Ynade him feel sick and light- 
headed, on top of having the 
brutal headaches. 


“They gave me an option of 
what I could do,” said Shawn. 
“I could have the surgery or 
they could drill a hole (in my 
head) to drain the fluid and 
hopefully (the pain) would go 
away on its own. They told me 
that if I didn't have surgery 
that eventually there would be 
a good chance that I would 
need it anyway. I didn't want to 
go through this again. I wanted 
it to all go away so I chose the 
surgery.” 

Shawn got out of the operating 
room on Friday afternoon at 
around 5:00 p.m. and was 
immediately greeted by a visi- 
tor, and the visits haven't 
stopped since.

Shawn. “He heard about every- 
thing on Friday and he wanted 
to know exactly what was going 
on. He stopped in before the

game and we talked just for a 
moment. Then on Saturday he 
came back with Coach 
Almeida. They gave me the 
game ball from Friday es 's 
big win (over Ipswich). 
players on the team mens it, 
so that was great. It was such a 
big win for them. Since then a 
lot of the players on the team 
have come in, and my friends. 
It's been great. They've helped 
a lot.” 

Shawn knows that his football 
days are over, but he's hoping 
to find that he can continue to 
play other sports after some 
rest. He's also a member of the 
five-time Cape Ann League 
boys basketball team, and has 
emerged as the Cape Ann 
League champion in the javelin 
as a member of the boys out- 
door track team last spring. 

He's not sure at this point 
when he will be released from 
the hospital, nor when he will 
be headed back to school. 

“I feel great today,” he said on 
Tuesday night. “I'm just so glad 
that everything came through 
and I feel alright.”

December with proposed recom- 
mendations.” 

Attendees at the forum were 
asked to sign in before entering. 
Once inside, they were able to 
move around the auditorium 
inside Coolidge and view four 
stations, which each contained 
displays of four different areas 
of the study, including diagrams 
of several of the proposed 
changes the Interchange Task 
Force has been looking at. 

The Office of Transportation 
Planning (Planning) is current- 
ly working with an advisory 
task force on a study that evalu- 
ates and addresses transporta- 
tion issues with the 1-93 / 1-95 
Interchange in the towns of 
Reading, Stoneham, and the 
City of Woburn. 

The interchange is the busiest 
in the state, processing over 
375,000. vehicles onan average. 
weekday. The primary goals of 
the planning study are to exam- 
ine and recommend ways to 
improve traffic flow and safety 
at the interchange while mini- 
mizing impacts in surrounding 
communities. A full range of 
alternatives, including inter- 
change improvements and non- 
highway options, will be devel- 
oped and analyzed as the study 
progresses. A recommended 
plan of future transportation 
improvements (short-term and 
long-term), based on the alter- 
natives analysis and community 
input, will be the end product of 
this study. 

Frey and other Planning offi- 
cials meet regularly with the I- 
93/1-95 Interchange Task Force 
(ITF), which includes federal 
and state agencies, legislators, 
local elected officials, communi- 
ty members and groups, and 
other interested organizations. 
The ITF was created to provide 
a better forum for community 
involvement and input into the 
study, and in response to previ- 
ous efforts by MassHighway 
(which had generated substan- 
tial public interest and debate 
over potential redesign propos- 
als for the interchange).

Race for governor the hot contest 
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Polls will open at 7:00 am and 
will close at 8:00 pm for regis- 
tered voters. The deadline for 
registering to vote to be eligible 
for the November election was 
October 18th and those unsure 
whether they are currently reg- 
istered are encouraged to call 
or stop by the Town Clerk's 
office anytime during regular 
business hours. 

Absentee voting ends at noon 
on Monday, November 6 and all 
requests for absentee ballots 
must be made in writing to the 
Town Clerk very soon, as 
absentee ballots must be 
mailed out. Residents may 
request an absentee ballot for 
three reasons: the voter will be 
out of town during the hours 
polling places are open, for 
medical reasons, or for reli- 
gious practices. 

All three polling locations will 
be open for business with voters 
being welcomed at the Boutwell 
School on Boutwell Street for 
precincts 1 and 2, the Wildwood 
Street School on Wildwood 
Street for precincts 3 and 4, and 
the Town Hall on Glen Road for 
precincts 5 and 6.

Offices appearing on the bal- 
lots include Senator in 
Congress, Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor, Attorney

Attorney, Clerk of Courts and 
Register of Deeds. 

The Governor's race, proba- 
bly the most visible contest this 
election season, fields four 
gubernatorial candidates: 
Kerry Healey a Republican and 
currently Lieutenant Governor, 
Deval Patrick a Democrat, 
Christy Mihos an Independent, 
and Grace Ross for the Green- 
Rainbow party. Current polling 
shows Patrick with a_ signifi- 
cant lead in race, indicating 
that Democrats may be poised 
to take back the state house 
after nearly fifteen years. 
However, Lt. Governor Healey 
isn't ready to give up. 

“Right now we are focused on 
the issue of preventing Beacon 
Hill from returning to one party 
rule,” said Healey campaign 
spokesman Nate Little. “She 
will serve as a check and bal- 
ance to a legislature that never 
saw a spending bill it didn't 
like, Deval Patrick will be a 


rubber stamp.” 

The Healey camp is also 
working against negative 
advertising sponsored by 
Beacon Hill Democrats and 
special interest groups such as 
the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association and an out-of-state 
527 group called The Patriot 
Majority Fund. Such ads state 
that Massachusetts ranks 41 in 
education, lower than Alabama 
and Mississippi when in fact 
Massachusetts ranks much 
higher. 

“We fund schools differently 
than other states such as 
Alabama which relies solely on 
state funds for schools,” said 
Little. “We use a combination of 
state and local funding and we 
spend over $10,000 per student; 
that rates us number 5 in the 
country.” 

The Boston Herald has recent- 
ly reported that Deval Patrick 
has ties to these groups spon- 
soring the misleading ads. 

“He's been complaining about 
negative advertising while hid- 
ing behind special interests and 
527s from other states doing his 
dirty work for him,” stated 
Little. 

Deval Patrick's camp did not 
respond to the Town Crier's 
request for comment on the 
upcoming election. 

Senator Edward Kennedy is 
also up for re-election, running 
against Republican Kenneth 
Chase. 

Senator Kennedy, with 44 
years of Senate service, is the 
third longest serving senator in 
U. S. history. The senator's 
campaign lists its highest prior- 
ities as workers, education, 
health care, national safety, 
and civil rights 

Republican Chase isn't letting 
Kennedy's incumbency or over- 
whelming number of newspa- 
per endorsements stop his cam- 
paign for the Senate. A repre- 
sentative of the Chase cam- 
paign stated that Chase is “tak- 
ing about ten interviews per 
day for the radio and newspa- 
pers and continuing to cam- 
paign.” Chase sees the biggest 
issues in the race as “illegal 
immigration, energy, and the 
war in Iraq.” 

Senator Kennedy's campaign 
office did not respond to the 
Town Crier's request for com- 
ment. 

The race for Wilmington's 
representation in the United 
States Congress is between 
imcumbent John Tierney, a 
Democrat from Salem and 
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Republican Richard Barton of 
Manchester-By-The-Sea. Rep. 
Tierney seeks a sixth term in 
the House. 

The race for the office of the 
Attorney General is between 
Democrat Martha Coakley of 
Medford, the current District 
Attorney for Middlesex County, 
and Republican attorney Larry 
Frisoli of Belmont. 

William Galvin is up for re- 
election as Secretary of State 
and is running against Green- 
Rainbow party candidate Jill 
Stein of Lexington. 

Treasurer Timothy Cahill, a 
Democrat, of Quincy is also up 
for re-election this year run- 
ning against Green-Rainbow 
party candidate James O'Keefe 
of Somerville. 

Another Democrat up for re- 
election is Joseph DeNucci of 
Newton, currently serving as 
state Auditor. Rand Wilson, a 
member of the Working 
Families party, is running for 
the office of auditor to "build 
support for a Working Families 
Party here in Massachusetts, 
one that can take advantage of 
the passage of Question 2 this 
November, to refocus our 
state's political agenda on the 
bread-and-butter economic 
issues that both major political 
parties have too often ignored." 

Mary-Ellen Manning, a 
Democratic candidate for re- 
election, seeks another term as 
the Fifth District Councillor to 
the Governor's Council. The 
Council is an elected panel 
whose mission is deciding 
whether to confirm judicial 
appointments. She runs against 
Independent Timothy Houten of 
Middleton. 

The remainder of the ballot 
includes five uncontested races: 
Bruce Tarr for Senator in 
General Court for the First 


Essex and Middlesex District , 
James Miceli for 
Representative in General 
Court for the Nineteenth 
Middlesex . District (for 
Precincts 1, 2, and 4-6) or 
Charles Murphy for the 
Twenty-First Middlesex 
District (Precinct 3 only), 
Gerard Leone, Jr. for District 
Attorney for the Northern 
District, Michael Sullivan for 
Middlesex County Clerk of 
Courts, and Richard Howe, Jr.

Also on the ballot are three 
questions for voters to approve, 
all of them important though 
Question 1 has received the 
most attention from special 
interest groups. 

Question 1, the Sale of Wine 
by Food Stores initiative, pro- 
poses allowing grocery stores, 
supermarkets, and other retail 
food vendors to sell wine only 
(not beer or hard liquor) upon 
approval from local licensing 
boards. Proponents of the mea- 
sure site that 34 other states

Question 2, the Nomination of 
Candidates for Public Office or 
Ballot Freedom initiative, will 
allow a candidate for public 
office to be nominated for the 
same office by more than one 
political party at the same elec- 
tion, resulting in the candi- 
date's name appearing on the 
ballot once for each nomina- 
tion. Question 2 has not 
received much traction in the 
media and opponents argue 
that approval of the question 
would result in “massive voter 
confusion” and essentially ben- 
efits only fringe political par- 
ties at the expense of voters.

Ballot Freedom will allow inde- 
pendent, issue-based parties 
(like Working Families) to sup- 
port the candidates of the 
major parties on their own bal- 
lot lines, it will give voters a 
way to both vote their values 
and support candidates who 
have a real shot of winning. 

Finally, Question 3 allows 
family child care providers to 
bargain collectively with the 
state when negotiating for 
state-subsidized provided care, 
or effectively unionizing home- 
based childcare. Proponents 
argue that a yes vote will result 
in higher safety standards, 
more training for child care 
providers, and reduction in 
staff turnover all without rais- 
ing taxes or costs to 
Massachusetts residents. A no 
vote would keep the law the 
same and allow family child- 
care providers to maintain an 
independent status when nego- 
tiating with the state for subsi- 
dized care.

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Town Crier sports writers Dan Igo and Rob Cuzzi discuss the 
future of the Boston Celtics, who begin their season this week. 


IGO: Rob, when I opened up my Sports Illustrated NBA pre- 
view addition, I was shocked to see that the Celtics were picked 
to be second to last in the Eastern Conference. The amount of 
young talent on this team is absurd. 

Critics of Danny Ainge point out that while the Celtics made 
it to the Eastern Conference back in 2002, by 2003 the team had 
loads of overpriced veterans. Ainge has managed to do the 
impossible. He turned those overpriced veterans into tradable 
commodities. 

Some of his signings, I'll admit, have been questionable 
including Brian Sealabrine, but no one can question his draft- 
ing ability. Ainge has gotten the steals of the draft the last two 
years with Gerald Green and Rajon Rondo. His draft three 
years ago brought two potential starters in Ryan Gomes and 
Delonte West and a solid guy off the bench in Tony Allen. The 
Sebastian Telfair trade brings a very fast and very bright point 
guard to feed the ball off to Paul Pierce and Wally Szczerbiak. 

The future looks solid for this Celtics team. 


CUZZI: Dan, I too believe that the Sports Illustrated preview 
was a little on the extreme. The Celtics have a good group of 
young, talented players that could reach the playoffs through 
the skin of their teeth. I also agree to the point that Ainge has 
done a good job managing the team, and his drafts have been 
a success, 

However, Gerald Green averaged 11.7 minutes a game in 32 
regular season games last year, and to call him the steal of the 
draft is a reach at that. The steal of last year’s draft as it stands 
now is Danny Granger, who was picked right before Gerald and 
averaged triple the amount of playing time and helped bring 
the Pacers to the playoffs. 

Also, Rajon Rondo has yet to play a meaningful game in the 
NBA, How can we call him the steal of the draft when he has- 
n't witnessed a regular season game as a professional? For the 
amount of sufficient players Ainge has picked up in the draft 
since his tenure there are questionable decisions across the 
board. Scalebrine is getting 15 million for his contract with the 
Celtics to sit on the bench. 

Marcus Banks, Jiri Welsch, Oriene Greene, and Raef Lafrentz 
have all been failed experiments for this regime. Yes, the future 
looks bright for this team but there are many question marks 
left to be answered to characterize them as legitimate con- 
tenders. 


1GO: Rob, you have to put last year's draft into context. 
Green was projected by many to go top five, top ten at the 
worst. He is also 20 years old, while Granger is 23. The 
Scalabrine signing was terrible, but he's only taking $3 million 
a year off the cap. There are far more expensive and worse 
signings around the league. Jiri Welsch was a part of the 
Antoine trade, and while he didn't succeed here, Ainge was able 
to swing him into a trade with Cleveland for a future first round 
pick, about as big a steal as you can get for a player who was 
considered a bust 

As for the team this year, I think this is when Doc Rivers 
needs to step up. If he really wants to run, make sure he allows 
Telfair and Rondo to push the ball up court. If the Celtics can 
run the fast break and move the ball around, instead of stand- 
ing around watching Pierce go one-on-one, they can surprise a 
lot of teams and be very competitive. 


CUZZI: Surely Green was projected to go earlier and Granger 
is older than he is, but Dan since when did where you get picked 
in the draft classify you as a steal, ala Tom Brady? The ques- 
tion isn’t simply are their worst deals made in the league 
because there are. Acquisitions such as that deal bring a team 
down, It happened here in Beantown, because of Scalebrine, 
the Luke Jackson and Kevin Pittsnogle were released by the 
Celtics. 

Not to be nick picky either, but that first round draft pick was 
later dealt to the Los Angeles Lakers for “the Glove” ironically 
enough Gary Payton. The Telfair and Rondo combination is 
explosive. 

My question is where is Delonte West? The answer is on the 
bench. West was the same player that had one of the highest 
shooting percentages out of any point guard in the league last 
year. And now he sits because of the new acquisitions that you 
think have a lot of potential. 

With so much talent and so little veteran leadership aside 
from Pierce, Szezerbiak, and Ratliff, there is too much to ask 
of a team whose average age of 24.7. 

The fact remains that with such a young nucleus the future is 
brighter then any Doc Rivers smile, the crowds will be louder 
than any Tommy Heinson rant, and a championship can be 
attained in time with this team. 

However, like any good thing it must grow into a team through 
leadership and I believe we are a midseason trade or off-season 
acquisition away from contending with Miami, Cleveland, 
Detroit and Chicago in the Eastern Conference.

Ed Casey knows all about 
determination and about not 
giving up regardless of the 
odds against you.

These qualities were never 
more on display than three 
years ago when Casey under- 
went quadruple bypass surgery 
and had to tackle an arduous 
rehabilitation and contemplate 
his future in the automobile 
industry. Many may have 
called it quits at that point, 
choosing to simply retire and 
possibly not give their all to the 
rehabilitation, but Casey would 
have no part of that. 

“It took me three months to 
récuperate but I kept my 
weight down and I felt great,” 
Casey said. “I never gave a 
thought to retirement because I 
enjoy what I do. I'll tell you, it 
really gave me an appreciation 
for life, and that you have to 
take things one day at a time 
and make the best of the time 
you have.” 

While a high school student it 
is doubtful that Casey had quite 
the knowledge to appreciate 
Jife the way he does now, but he 
certainly knew how to make the 
most out of every day, and 
every minute on the playing 
field, and he most certainly 
knew how to dedicate himself 
to the team, which may explain 
his great success for the

But while Casey had a very

being a little too modest. After 
all, his fine play was recog- 
nized by several sources, 
including being chosen as a 
Lowell Suburban Conference 
All-Star and being chosen to 
play for the Greater Lowell 
team in the Annual Lowell- 
Lawrence All-Star Classic. 

During his college years, 
Casey took his talents to semi- 
pro football where he played 
two seasons for the Nashua 
Colts. 

“The owner of the team was 
Lee Chisholm, who lived in 
Wilmington and John Ritchie 
was the coach so there were a 
lot of local players on the 
team,” Casey recalled. “There 
was some pretty stiff competi- 
tion, but mostly it was just a lot 
of fun.” 

But football was hardly the 
only sport where Casey 
excelled. In fact, it may not 
have even been his best sport. 
That would likely be baseball 
where as a senior he helped the 
Wildcats to the league title as 
their cleanup hitter. 

Casey's hitting helped propel 
the Wildcats to a league clinch- 
ing 6-5 win over Dracut and he 
also hit a home run that helped 
spark the Wildcats past a tal- 
ented Swampscott team by a 
score of 16-3 in the first round 
of the playoffs. The Swampscott 
team that the Wildcats routed 
featured both Billy and Tony 
Conigliaro. 

“That was a great experience. 
I really did enjoy that,” Casey 
said. “We had two. pitchers in 
Rick Froton and . Jeff 
Williamson who were really the 
key to our success. But I could 
always hit the ball well. I 
remember one day in practice 
behind the high school I broke 


one of the windows of the 
school beyond right field on the 
fly.” 

While the win over Dracut 
was certainly dramatic and sig- 
nificant, it is not the game that 
Casey recalls most during that 
tremendous season. 

“I remember the playoffs 
more and that great win over 
Swampscott,” Casey said. “I 
hit a home run in that game 
and it was probably the high 
point of my senior year. And 
then we played well before los- 
ing to Woburn who went on to 
win the state title.” 

Be it baseball, football or bas- 
ketball, which Casey played as 
a senior he always brought the 
same level of enthusiasm to the 
game. He loved his time on the 
field and he credits his family 
with instilling that passion in 
him. 

“Everybody in my family was 
an athlete,” Casey said. “I had 
two sisters who were cheerlead- 
ers and my brother Joe was 
captain of the football team for 
two years before I was and he 
was my mentor. My whole fam- 
ily were my best fans and my 
best supporters.” 

Casey has now worked in the 
automobile industry for over 40 
years, including 25 years at 
Wilmington Ford, will have 
plenty of support on hand on 
Saturday night at the Hall of 
Fame induction ceremony, and 
he is very appreciative of being 
recognized for his accomplish- 
ments in high school. 

“It is a great honor,” Casey 
said. “It really is an honor to 
be chosen because I know a lot 
of the previous honorees and 
they are all great athletes, so it 
is nice to be considered among 
them.”

‘To say that Leanne Harris had 
an outstanding athletic career 
at Wilmington High would seem 
to be an understatement. Her 
accomplishments as a three 
sport athlete for the Wildcats 
were numerous, particularly in 
field hockey, and she is being 
recognized for these achieve- 
ments on Saturday night with 
her induction into the 
Wilmington High Hall of Fame. 

Harris excelled in softball and

She was also 
selected to the Merrimack 
Valley All-Conference Team for 
two consecutive seasons, 
among many other honors she 
received while at Wilmington 
High. 

Harris, accomplishments did 
not end in high school as she 
went on to a brilliant career at 
Salem State College where she 
was recently elected to that 
school's Hall of Fame as well. 
Harris continues her involve- 
ment in field hockey to this day, 
as an assistant coach with 
Salem State. 

Making Harris success in high 
school all the more remarkable 
is that she did not pick up a 
field hockey stick until her 
freshman year of high school. 
If not for a change of heart, the 
Wildcats may never have seen 
her talents. Of course, given 
her all around natural athleti- 
cism she likely would have 
instead been an outstanding 
soccer player. 

“I had played soccer since I 
was five, but then I decided I 
had enough of that and I decid- 
ed to start field hockey,” Harris 
said. “I had to learn all the 
rules and everything, but it 
came sort of naturally. I was 
starting over again, so I did not 
know I would be good right 
away, but I knew in the long run 
I had made the right choice.” 

She most certainly did, as she 
went on to be a three-year 
starter and have an outstanding 
career. Her entire career was 
great, but her senior year was 
off the charts, winning the Cape 
Ann League MVP, as well as 
being honored as a Who’s Who 
in Sports and being selected as 
one of the “Best 60” players in 
the state. 

Part of her success in her 
final year came from her deci- 
sion to attend Salem State. 

“Between junior and senior 
year I decided I just wanted to 
enjoy my senior year and I was 
very fortunate because I 
already had the mind set that I 


wanted to go t6 Salem State,” 
Harris said. “That meant I 
wasn’t worrying about offers 
from Division 1 schools or any- 
thing like that. I knew I want- 
ed Salem because I wanted to 
play at least two sports in col- 
lege.” 

Harris did play softball along 
with field hockey in college, 
taking the skills she had 
learned as a Wildcat on to the 
next level. Another aspect of 
her game she took to the next 
level was her leadership ability, 
which she honed as captain of 
all three of her sports her 
senior year. 

“It was a great honor to be 
named captain by my team- 
mates and I also felt like it was 
a huge commitment for me to 
the coaches,” Harris said. “It 
meant a lot to me to commit to 
them like that. I tried to help 
the younger kids as much as I 
could. Fortunately we had a 
good class of very good athletes 
so the younger players kind of 
looked up to all of us.” 

While field hockey was obvi- 
ously her best sport, Harris was 
certainly no slouch as a softball 
player or basketball player. In 
her freshman and sophomore 
seasons she was part of the 
softball team’s state champi- 
onships. 

During the team’s second 
state title over Mount Greylock 
back in 1994, it was Harris who 
made the sensational leaping 
grab in center field, and then 
threw a runner out at home try- 


ing to tag up from third to tie 
the game up, ending the game 
as the Wildcats celebrated with 
its back-to-back state charpi- 
onships. i” 

“It was great to be a part of 
those teams and I was fortu- 
nate because I was not the only 
freshman on the team,” Harris 
said. “I was also comfortable 
with the team because ‘thy 
cousin Adrienne Fay was with 
the team and I had played base- 
ball up until the 8th grade, sd’a 
lot of the girls I had played with 
were on the team.” 4 

While the team’s greatest suc- 
cess came in Harris, first two 
seasons, she later experienced 
great personal success, winning 
the team MVP her senior sea- 
son and also being named ,to 
the CAL All-Star team. 

In basketball Harris was,.a 
three year starter and was 
named team MVP in her junior 
season and was selected as 
CAL Player of the Year in her 
senior season.

Every town and team needs 
someone like the late Larry 
McGrath. Every coach should 
be lucky enough to have a 
McGrath-type walk through 
his or her door to help man- 
age or coach their team.

Larry McGrath passed away 
on January 12, 2000 at age 42.

If I sported the big red T, 
Larry proudly wore his 
Wilmington blue wherever he 
went. In my many years at the 
Town Crier, whether it was a 
football, basketball or hockey 
game, McGrath was there, 
always lugging a clipboard, 
camera or a bag full of equip- 
ment. Larry was not the 
stereotypical 'team manager' 
~ he worked at it, he knew his 
stuff, and was never afraid to 
set the record straight on 
Wilmington sports since he 
compiled many of those 
records himself at every 
event. 

Larry's devotion didn't stop 
with just the statistics and 
game stories. He umpired, ref- 
ereed and coached. He piled 
kids into his car and drove 
them to the games when there 
was no other way to get there.

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“Larry would be taking notes 
and films of the game and 
then he would come home and 
call in the game reports to the 
local newspapers. He just 
loved it. He just loved being 
around the kids and the 
coaches." 

Larry also loved being 
around his family including 
his brothers Paul and John, 
sister Maureen, his late dad 
Larry and his mother Lois, 
who still resides in 
Wilmington. The . family 
moved from Medford after 
Larry was born and never left, 
living in Wildcat Country for 
35 years, according to his sis- 
ter 

Maureen's son Bobby still 
remembers his uncle Larry 
through the many photos left 
behind. Bobby was four-years- 
old when Larry died, and now 
the 10-year-old triggers fond 
memories of her brother for 
Maureen and her family. 

"My son Bobby reminds me 
so much of Larry the way he 
runs around with the football. 
He remembers Larry through 
all the pictures," she says. 
“Larry would always say to 
everyone pass Bobby the ball. 
All the pictures help to keep 
Larry alive." 

One of Larry's favorite early 
volunteer efforts was his posi- 
tion as manager for coach 
Fred Bellissimo's powerhouse 
Wildcat football squads. Larry 
came close to matching Fred 
in vocal velocity. Sometimes I 
didn't know who was louder at 
a precise moment, Fred or 
Larry. Many times it was 
Larry. You always knew that 
the guy was in the room, and 
I loved it. 

McGrath went on to coach 
future major leaguer Jason 
Bere in Wilmington Little 
League, and later he was the 
WHS' junior varsity basket- 
ball coach before that pro- 
gram went on to great success 
under current varsity coach 
Jim McCune. Those were 
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some of Larry's coaching 
claims to fame, but he was 
much more than a pat on the 
back or a statistical wrapup 
He was a genuine character 
that loved being around Bp 
ple. 

"Larry was still in high 
school when he first walked 
into the Town Crier," recalls 
retired TC typesetter Betty 
Downs. “He and another kid 
were writing sports at the 
same time. I think he even 
worked for you for a while." 

Larry did work for me 
briefly. You could never ques 
tion his accuracy, statistics or 
his loyalty to the young ath 
letes of Wilmington. In ‘the 
early years there was another 
plus to Larry's working at the 
Town Crier. Betty remembers: 
“He smelled so good when he 
walked through the door, 
because he was working, at 
Dunkin Donuts while he also 
worked at the Town Crier 
Everyone loved walking by his 
coat when it was hanging in 
the hallway, because it always 
smelled like donuts," laughs 
Betty. "He was a helluva nice 
kid," remembers Betty, fondly 
known as 'BD' around these 
parts. "He just came in and 
did his job. He was very easy 
to like." 

Former Town Crier Editor 
Larz F. Neilson remembers 
McGrath.

Pote helped defend plays and titles

Perhaps more than any other 
player being inducted into the 
Wilmington High Hall of Fame 
this year, Nancy Pote Cassidy 
will be remembered most for 
one play. 

The 1995 graduate of 
Wilmington High made a play 
for the ages while playing for 
the Wildcats 1994 state champi- 
onship softball team. 

In the Wildcats championship 

ie against Mount Greylock 
Regional the game was score- 
less midway through the game, 
but Mount Greylock was threat- 
ening with a runner on third 
and only one out. The batter 
popped a ball into foul ground 
along the first base side, appar- 
ently out of play for anybody on 
the Wildcats, but Cassidy was 
not to be denied, making a sen- 
sational snare of the ball and 
then turning and firing across 
the diamond to third to double 
the runner off and preserve the 
tie. 

The Wildcats of course went 
on to win their second straight 
state title and Cassidy was a 
huge reason why. 

“I was shocked that I did it 
myself,” Cassidy recalled. “But 
sometimes you end up doing 
things you are not expected to 
do. I think the player on the 
other team was surprised too, 
because she was so far off the 
base, she could not have 
expected me to catch it.” 

That one play was truly spec- 
tacular, both for its significance 
as well as the pure athletic abil- 
ity, but Cassidy’s Hall of Fame 
career was built on far more 
than just one play. As a star 
with the soccer, basketball and 
softball teams, she earned 12 
varsity letters and was named 
captain of all three teams dur- 
ing her senior season. She was 
a three-time MVC All-Star 
guard in basketball where she 
helped lead the Wildcats to the 
MVC title in 1994, and she was 
a four-time MVC All-Star and 
two-time All-Conference selec- 
tion in soccer. 

In soccer she was a multi tal- 
ented weapon for the Wildcats 
playing goalie, forward and 
halfback. Cassidy felt the 
multi faceted approach was 
beneficial to both her and the 
team. 

“It worked out well because I 
got to play more by playing a 
lot of positions,” Cassidy said. 
“I got to see more time doing 
multiple things and hopefully 
help out the team in a lot of dif- 
ferent ways.” 

In basketball, along with 
being part of some very suc- 
cessful teams, and displaying 
her talents by being named Co- 
MVP of the Coca-Cola 
Christmas Tournament, She 
was also recognized for her 

: dedication to the team by earn- 
‘ ing the team coaches award. 


Of all of the honors that 
Cassidy received during her 
high school career, being recog- 
nized by her coaches still 
stands out as a special memo- 
ry. 

“For a coach to pick you for 
an award like that means that 
you are a team player,” she 
said. “It’s a very big honor to 
be picked by the coaches and in 
a lot of ways it meant a lot 
more than any of the other 
awards,” 

It was softball of course, 
where Nancy made her great- 
est contribution as a Wildcat. 
Of course there was her sensa- 
tional play to help secure a 
state title, but there were also 
numerous other great moments 
throughout her career as she 
helped lead the Wildcats to 
State titles in both her junior 
and senior seasons.

If not for the coaxing of one of 
the greatest coaches in 
Wilmington High _ history, 
Wildcat fans may never have 
séen one of the greatest ath-

Greg Young, Class of 1996, will 
be inducted into the 
Wilmington High Hall of Fame 
on Saturday night, but it is 
quite possible that without a lit- 
tle push from legendary coach 
Frank Kelly, Young never 
would have discovered his tal- 
ent as a track athlete. 

As a freshman Young was 
Jooking forward to the start of 
basketball season when his 
favorite algebra teacher, Frank 
Kelly, who also just happened 
to coach the cross country 
team, suggested to him that he 
ge out for the cross country 
team as a means to stay in 
shape for basketball season. 

“He told me to come out for 
the team to get in shape for 
basketball and at first I could 
not stand the long distances,” 
Young recalled. “But I got 


through that season, and then 
played basketball that winter 
and in spring I ran spring 
track. After that I never went 
back to basketball.” 

The rest as they say, is histo- 
ry, and that is exactly what 
Young made at Wilmington 
High, setting new standards for 
sprinters not only at WHS, but 
in some cases throughout the 
entire country. 

While he never grew to love 
the cross country long dis- 
tances that Kelley had first 
recruited him for, he did soon 
discover that not only did he 
tances, but also that he was 
very good at it. 

By the time he had graduated, 
Young had earned numerous 
awards and honors in i- 
tion of his talent, including 
Merrimack Valley MVP, Cape

But even with such a great

“I just think that is great

As a 
fifth grader, I thought-gee, this 
is the way basketball is played 
everywhere, right? Pass the 
ball. Play defense. Get the 
rebound and run. It was a nice 
basketball baptism. When my 
parents let me stay up way past 
my bedtime in 1969 as the 
Russell-led Celtics whipped the 
Lakers one more time, I was in 
past-midnight basketball nir- 
vana. And that seventh game of 
the NBA Finals was. televised. 
Chris Schenkle and Jack 
Twyman were the broadcasters 
on ABC. Thanks, Red. 

Several years later, Red drated 
another redhead by the name of 
Cowens, and my hardwood edu- 
cation really took off as I actual- 
ly rode the train to North Station 
to what I thought was a basket- 
ball cathedral-the —_ Boston 
Garden. My buddy Derek and I 
saved out meager high school 
earnings and actually saw 10 
games a year as the Celtics won 
two more titles, Back then you 
could buy a cheap seat for a cou- 
ple of bucks and move down to

It was worth it 
The Celtics were still playing 
basketball the way Red (and 
me) wanted to see it played. The 
championships kept coming, 
and I had my ringside seat-first 
balcony, first row, to the right of 
the Celtics' bench. Luke warm 
beers and my feet sticking to the 
floor in the old Garden couldn't 
dampen my spirits. The smile 
always stayed on my face long 
after the final buzzer. Thanks, 
Red. 

Fast forward to the year 2000. 
Another buddy and I scored a 
couple of $85.00 tickets on an 
Easter Sunday at the 'new' 
Fleetcenter.' The Rick Pitino 
swan song. Ugh. You could hear 
the basketball bounce on the 


parquet floor when you werén't 
feeling the general indifference 
of the Celtics’ fans. We were sit- 
ting at halfcourt and thé Skid 
next to me was more interééted 
in the Crunch.and Munchtven 
dor or getting his face ort the 
scoreboard above our heads. 

But, all was well when I lodked 
across the court, and there-was 
Red in his usual seat to the right 
of the exit sign. The, Old 
Redhead will fix this messcin a 
couple of years, I thought. It was 
comforting to a true basketball 
fan to know that he was: gtill 
around, just waitingfor ;that 
vagabond Pitino to take a-hike 
and give us our real Cejtjcs' 
president back. Yes, Arnold was 
still making the trek from his 
Washington, D.C. home to eatch 
the occassional Celtics' gaye. 
That at least, gave me sqme 
peace of mind on that Eagter 
Sunday. Thanks, Red. 

Now the man mainly responsi 
ble for my sports enjoyment and 
education for most of my life- 
time is gone. It's been 20 years 
since the last Celtics' champi- 
onship. They've won 16 titles in 
my lifetime, so maybe I should 
hold out hope that I'll see at 
least one more, Even though 
Red was basically '0z Behind 
the Curtain’ in recent years, fust 
knowing that he was still afive 
fueled the hope of many Celtfes' 
fans just like me. Thanks, Ri

For senior captain Ashley 
Vitale and the rest of the 
Wilmington High volleyball 
team it was a difficult season, 
as the Wildcats struggled to a 1- 
14 record with many young 
players playing at the varsity 
level for the first time.

Whittier Tech totaled 371 
yards of offense with 367 com- 
ing on the ground.

Classroom into 
the Boardroom

Move over “Reading, 'Riting and 'Rithmetic” because Work has been added to the 
high school curriculum in a revolutionary academia/corporate partnership prac- 
ticedsat Lawrence based Notre Dame High School. The three year-old institution is 
part of the Chicago based Cristo Rey Network and students are required to work one 


day per-week as a part of their education. 


“This is a pretty rigorous college preparatory program,” said Notre Dame's 


Corporate Intern Program Director Jay Robie. 


Although the school has not yet had a graduating class, Robie said many colleges 
have shown interest in the students. They have shown up at college fairs that have 


been held by the school. 


Part of the interest is that students from the school must not only excel in their 
classroom work but also in their work performance reviews. According to Robie, 
there is equal weight on grades from both the academic side and from the outside 


employment side of the cur- 
riculum. 

Another sign of success, 
according to Robie, is that the 
results of a semi-annual review 
last spring showed that 90 per- 
cent of the students received a 
good or outstanding perfor- 
mance grade from the employ- 
ers. He also noted that the 
sponsor employer list is grow- 
ing, but are more are needed to 
take on the student that 
entered the school this year. 

Robie said, “I have a numer- 
ous letters from folks attesting 
to the value of the program. In 
the second and third years the 
sponsors are finding that the 
program provides a cost sav- 
ings and that the students were 
filling a void.” 

Under the program, the stu- 
dents go to school four days a 
week and one day a week they 
go to a job site. At the site the 
students, who usually work in 
teams of four, work at entry 
level positions but do neces- 
sary work and act as an extra 
pair of hands for other employ- 
ees at the sponsor company. 

In the case of AAA of 
Merrimack Valley, the students 
actually work in the call center 
and, because they are bi-lin- 
gual, they are a great help 
when non-English speaking 
people call in for help with 
emergency car repairs or other 
services provided by the auto- 
motive club. Burlington's 
Lahey Clinic signed on to the 
program late last year and 
only had one student, but they 
have increased their participa- 
tion this year .to two teams of 
four students. 


Thinking about a 
- Career in Esthetics? 
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Robie noted that Lahey had 
their lone student last year 
working on a computer program 
that was new to the health care 
facility. The student became so 
proficient, the hospital hired 
him for the summer and he 
ended up training other employ- 
ees. 

According the — website 
(www.ndhslaw.org), the Cristo 
Rey Network™ is a national asso- 
ciation of high schools that pro- 
vide quality, Catholic, college 
preparatory education to urban 
young people who live in com- 
munities with limited education- 
al options. Most students qualify 
for the federal free or reduced 
lunch program. 

Robie added that the first 
school was in Chicago and was 
the idea of several Jesuit educa- 
tors who were looking for a way 
to better serve the communities 
education needs. After 
approaching several business 
leaders with their idea Cristo 
Rey Chicago was formed. 

The web site stated, “Member 
schools utilize a longer school 
day and year, academic assis- 
tance, counseling, and smaller 
class sizes to prepare students 
with a broad range of academic 
abilities for college. All students 
at Cristo Rey Network schools 
participate in a work study pro- 
gram through which they 
finance the ‘majority of the cost 
of their education, gain real 
world job experience, grow in 
self-confidence, and realize the 
relevance of their education.” 

Robie said, “Seventy percent 
of what the students earn goes 
directly to their tuition. The 
remaining portion covers the 
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cost of the program (including 
transportation to and from job 
sites) 

“The students can work extra 
days or during vacations if they 
wish and they get to keep that 
money.” 

During the 2005-06 school 
year, 2,449 stude re enrolled 
in the 10 Cristo Rey schools, 
which are located __ in 
Cambridge; Chicago, Illinois; 
Cleveland, Ohio; Denver, 
Colorado; Lawrence; —_Los 
Angeles, California; New York 
City; Portland, Oregon; Tucson, 
Arizona; and Waukegan, Illinois. 
Robie said that six more schools 
are slated to start next year. 

Although it is a part of the 
Cristo Rey Network, the Notre 
Dame is sponsored by the 
Sisters of Notre Dame. This fits 
in with the mission of the teach 
ing order, and it also separates 
the school from, as Robie said, 
“The whimsy of the archdio- 
cese.” 

Notre Dame opened its doors 
in September of 2004. The first 
class consisted of about 80 stu 
dents 

“We made a conscious effort 
to bring a grade on every year,” 
Robie said. “Now we have 190 
students. 

“Next fall will be the first 
time we will be a fully opera 
tional high school.” 

The Cristo Rey Network of 
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schools was founded in 2001 
when philanthropist B.J. Cassin 
established the — Cassin 
Educational Initiative 
Foundation, whose mission it is 
to replicate Cristo Rey Model 
high schools and similarly inno- 
vative grade schools. The foun- 
dation exists to provide support 
and resources for existing 
Cristo Rey model schools and 
for those organizations who 
wish to bring this exciting new 
educational model to their com- 
munities, 

According to Robie, Cassin 
is another local tie to Lawrence. 
It is the city where the philan- 
thropist born 

Robie said that Cassin was 
approached for a donation 
because of his interest in 
Catholic education. He became 
so enamored of the idea he 
established the Foundation 

Admission to the school is 
not limited to Catholics. 
Prospective students must go 
through an intensive interview 
process, which includes meet- 
ing with people on both the aca- 
demic side and the corporate 
intern program. 

“We want to make sure that 
the prospective students are 
employable,” Robie said. 

Once a student is accepted, 


The workshop instructors con: 
sist of both school teachers and 
people from the work world 
“We try to uncover the hid- 
den rules of the workplace, that 
(the students) wouldn't normal 
ly be privy to for another seven 
or eight years,” Robie said 
“They are getting a head start.” 
For their part, sponsor com 
panies must be able to provide a 
job that is necessary to its oper- 
ations. The company must also 
have a person willing to be a

“THE PRESTIGE” ENJOYABLE MAGIC 


‘THE PRESTIGE’ with Hugh Jackman and Scarleit Johansson is this week Movie Review. 


“THE PRE GE” 
GRADE: *** 

The title of this movie 
about magicians comes from 
the third part of an illusion. 
The first is the pledge, in 
which the magician tells the 
audience what they're going 
(o see. The second is the 
(urn, or the illusion, and then 
the third is the prestige, in 
which the magician carries 
things one step further - such 


as, bringing back whatever 
has disappeared. 

Rupert Angier (Hugh 
Jackman) and Alfred Borden 
(Christian Bale) are assis 
tants to a magician - plants 
in the audience, actually - 
when an illusion goes hor! 
bly wrong and Rupert loses 
his wife. After the funeral, 
the two go their separate 
ways, each trying to out-per 
form the other on stage and 


also attempting to harm 
each other. 

Rupert travels to Colorado 
to talk to scientist Nikola 
Tesla (David Bowie, in a role 
that seems tailor-made for 
him) about a machine that 
Tesla built for Alfred. The 
film skips around a lot, time- 
wise, and eventually we see 
Alfred being tried for mur: 
der. 

Rupert tries to use his 


assistant (Scarlett 
Johansson) to go undercover 
and find out the secret to one 
of Alfed's amazing illusions 
Both younger magicians 
have connections with a wise 
illusion designer, Cutter 
(Michael Caine), who helps 
Rupert create the trick in his 
own Way. 

The movie unfolds in 
much the same way as a 
magic trick does. The char- 
acters are set up, and then 
they pledge to do their 
utmost to get the best of 
each other. We get to know 
each magician - Rupert, 
whose new assistant has eyes 
for him, the moody Alfred 
whose instability seems to be 
driving his frightened, frus- 
trated wife into madness 

The acting is terrific 
Caine, as always, is great as 
the wise veteran whose 
advice should be heeded 
Jackman seethes as Rupert, 
who is drievn to avenge his 
wife's death. Bale gives hi 
character just the right 
intensity to be both terrify- 
ing and mesmerizing. 

When the movie opens, a 
narrator asks "Are you 
watching closely?" You 
should. Wander out to the 
concession stand and you'll 
be lost. Buy your popcorn in 
advance and settle in to 
enjoy Christopher Nolan's 
sleight of hand. 


“FLAGS OF OUR 
FATHERS” 
GRADE: *** 

Very few directors could 
get away with making a 
movie that idolizes the sol- 
diers who fought at Iwo Jima 
while debunking traditional 
notions of heroism, but Clint 
Eastwood is one,of them 


There are seven dillerences in the second picture, Can you spot them 7 
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"Flags of Our Fathers" hon- 
ors the men of the Greatest 
Generation while reminding 
us that heroic stories always 
involve a lie or two. 

Eastwood has no political 
axes to grind, no fingers to 
point. He has respectfully 
adapted the book by James 
Bradley (whose father was 
the Navy Corpsman in the 
famous flag-raising photo, 
along with five Marines), 
and have managed to go 
beyond the image of Old 
Glory rising over Japanese 
soil to tell us things we never 
knew or have forgotten. 

The well-acted movie 
jumps back and _ forth 
between the assault on the 


island and the return of three 
of the flag-raisers to help 
with the war effort at home 
The storytelling is a little 
confusing for the first half 

The filmmakers pay trib 
ute to the bravery of the men 
who took Mount Suribachi 
from the Japanese while 
acknowledging that friendly 
fire killed some of our troops 
They capture the near-holy 
moment in the photograph 
yet remind us that this was 
the second flag to be erected, 
and the photographer got 
there too late for the true 
historic moment 

Most crucially, Eastwood 
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and company reveal the tur- 
moil of the war bond tour by 
Navy Corpsman John "Doc" 
Bradley (Ryan Phillippe) 
and Marines Ira Hayes 
(Adam Beach) and Rene 
Gagnon (Jesse Bradford). 
They were used to rally an 
America that was tired of 
war, a nation that wondered 
in April 1945 when the good 
fight against the imperialist 
Germans and Japanese 
would ever end. 

The star-struck Gagnon, 
who never fired on the 
enemy and worked as a 
runner during the assault, 
wants to capitalize on post- 
war employment opportuni- 
ties and hopes futilely that 
the trip will extend his brief 
fame. 

Hayes, discriminated 
against. in private life 
because he's a Pima Indian, 
is already wrestling with the 
alcoholism that will kill him. 

The quiet Bradley, des- 
tined for a long and satisfy- 
ing life as a mortician, holds 
them together and does his 
fund-raising duty with the 
same conscientiousness he 
showed on the battlefield 

None of the three thinks of 
himself as a hero. None is 
boastful or self-promoting. 

Eastwood's film reminds 
us that fame never lasts, 
while it is our duty to make 
sure that the history behind 
that fame is never forgotten. 


“THE DEPARTED” 
GRADE: *** 

"The Departed" returns 
director Martin Scorcese to 
familiar turf: the gangster 
family of men and the mean 
streets they inhabit and turn 
crimson with the blood of 
anyone standing in their way. 
It reminds viewers of his 
classic work "GoodFellas," 
but without that master- 
piece’s coherence, clarity, 
urgency or sense of discov- 
ery. 


But even despite this, it is 
superior to almost anything 
released this year and is a 
disappointment only when 
compared with his previous 
accomplishments. 

"The Departed" is a 
remake of the Hong Kong 
film "Infernal Affairs," and 


-its story isuniversal. It is ele- 


vated though by Scorsese's 
artistry and, in particular, by 
Jack Nicholson's effortless- 
ness take as an Irish mob 
boss. 

"The Departed" is about 
two Boston cops pretending 
to be what they are not. Matt 
Damon is a fresh-scrubbed 
overachiever, and Leonardo 
DiCaprio is his moody, 
scruffy, hotheaded opposite. 
Beneath the surface, Damon 
is a mob informant who was 
recruited into Nicholson's 
organization as a child and is 
working his way up the law 
enforcement food chain, 
while DiCaprio is a police 
officer who has been ordered 
to infiltrate Nicholson's mob 
by his superiors, played by 
Martin Sheen and Mark 
Wahlberg, who disavow any 
knowledge of his activities 
They burrow into their 
respective organizations on 
parallel trac that 
inevitably intersect when 
each is ordered to tcrret out 
the other; Damon and 
DiCaprio do not even appear 
together until the climactic 
sequences. 


But Nicholson is the cen- 
terpiece around which 
everything revolves 

But dominant are 
Damon's boy next door, cor- 
rupted and rotting from with- 
in; DiCaprio, whose deep 
fears and guilt are manifest- 
ed in the twitch and squint of 
a man hiding something; and 
the hooded, bloodshot eyes 
and devilish grin of the 
incomparable Nicholson, as 
another ruthless Scorsese 
archetype, covered in the 
blood of the departed.

“She explained that MAPC 
has several topographical 
maps of the area communi- 
ties, However, the maps only 
show where the flood plains 
are and not how flooding 
occurs; information she will 
need from local officials...”

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Prevent inhaler from running on empty 


The results of a recently 
published study spearheaded 
by. the Allergy and Asthma 
Network Mothers of 
Asthmatics , (AANMA), a 
Virginia-based non-profit 
organization, verify that 
many asthma sufferers using 
metered dose inhalers do not 


know how much medicine is 
remaining in their MDI at any 
given time. 

Even more disturbing was 
the discovery that one quar- 
ters of all asthma sufferers 
had found their inhalers 


empty during and asthma 
attack and seven patients sur- 


veyed even had to call 911 for 
assistance. 

The study, published in the 
July 2006 issue of Annals of 
Allergy, Asthma and Immu 
nology reported that the asth- 
ma-related mortality rate is 
on the rise. 

With metered dose inhalers 


being the cornerstone of asth- 
ma treatment, Nancy Sander, 
president of the A, who 
spearheaded the study, called 
on manufacturers to add dose 
counters to MDIs. 

In so doing, Sanders 
stressed that only approxi 
mately one-third of the people 
surveyed were ever advised 
by a health care professional 
to keep track of how often 
they use their inhaler. 

Dr. Frank O'Connell, CEO 
of Accentia, highlights the 
problems associated with the 
current MDIs. He remarked, 
“Not having an accurate idea 
of how much medicine is left 
in an inhaler can lead to a 
host of problems.

Medical students are taught 
early in their careers, “Don't 
mess with the pancreas.” 

This slipper-shaped gland is 
situated deep behind the stom- 
ach and it part of the digestive 
tract. The pancreas makes 
enzymes that aid in food diges- 
tion, while also producing 
insulin, which helps to regulate 
blood sugar levels. 

When a tumor invades the 


pancreas, it can remain unde- 
tected until it grows to a large 
enough size that it obstructs the 
bile ducts or other nearby 
organs. 

In its early stages, pancreat- 
ic cancer is curable through 
surgery and adjunctive 
chemotherapy. 

Dr. Steer routinely performs 
the traditional ~~ Whipple 
Operation, which is still the 
pancreatic cancer victim's best 
hope for a cure. 

“The likelihood of getting the 
treatment that can save your 
life at a community hospital is 
almost nil,” he says. “This is 
one cancer for which the treat- 
ment outcome depends highly 
on the experience and expertise 
of the treating surgeon and sub- 
sequently, of the cancer care 
team.” 


In inexperienced hands, the 
surgery often leads to multiple 
complications, prolonged hospi. 
talization, suffering, and a 
delayed return to normal, 
everyday activities. 

If appropriately performed, 
surgery for pancreatic cancer 
can result in patients’ surviving 
cancer-free for seven, nine or 
even twelve years after the ini- 
tial diagnosis and treatment, 

New painless and non-inva- 
sive diagnostic studies allow

Is Wilmington's ‘tap water Wilmington water meets and/or exceeds 


all federal and state drinking water stan- 
dards. Hundreds of water samples are 
taken each year, and are tested by DEP to 
determine the potential presence of 
radioactive, biological, inorganic, volatile 
or synthetic organic contaminants. The 
standards imposed on public drinking 
supplies are more stringent than those 
imposed on bottled water by the Food and 
Drug Administration. Additionally, many 
bottled waters are merely municipal tap 
water that has been run through an addi- 
tional filtration system. Bottled water 
tastes differently primarily due to a lack 
of chlorination. Some may claim that 
NDMA has never been found in bottled 
water, but neither are bottlers required to 
test for the presence of NDMA. 

Q. Were 5 of Wilmington's 9 
water producing wells shut down 
due to the detection of NDMA? 

A. No, contrary to popular perception, 
the 4 wells in south Wilmington that test- 
ed positive for the existence of NDMA 
had already been shut down for approxi- 
mately four months as a precaution, due 
to their proximity to the Olin chemical 
plume. NDMA was not detected in the 5th 
well, but because of its proximity to the 
other 4, the town chose to shut it down as 
well. Tests concluded that NDMA did not 
exist in any detectable levels within the 
water system at that time. It is not 
unlikely, however, that NDMA did make it 
into the water system sometime prior to 
testing. 

Q. If NDMA were detected in 
active wells, the town would be 
forced to shut them down, right? 


Simple answers to tough questions 


A. No, not necessarily. Despite the fact 
that NDMA is considered a probable 
human carcinogen, no federal or state 
guidelines existed then, and still do not 
exist today. The shutting down of those 
wells was done at the sole discretion of 
the town. Additionally, drinking water 
guidelines - very different than drinking 
water standards - created by the DEP's 
Office of Research and Standards, and in 
effect at the time of the discovery, 
allowed for as much as 10 ppt over a 30- 
year exposure period, and an immediate 
action level of 200 ppt. Samples taken in 
Wilmington fell between 32 ppt and 166 
ppt. 
NDMA is found in trace amounts in 
many everyday products, including cer- 
tain foods, beer, tobacco smoke, and cos- 
metics. 

Q. Is Wilmington's water 
responsible for a reported cluster 
of childhood cancer in town? 

A. That matter is currently being inves- 
tigated by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. See the related story 
within this supplement. 

Q. Why can't I water my lawn? 

A. A simple question with a fairly com- 
plex answer. The restrictions on outdoor 
watering currently imposed on 
Wilmington residents comes directly 
from the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP). With 
60 percent of the town's wells off-line, 
Wilmington has needed to purchase water 
from neighboring communities. DEP, 
which oversees the town's Water 
Management Permit, stipulates that

21 years ago... 
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Chemical leak forces evacuation of So. Wilmington 


(Originally printed in the Town Crier's 
November 20, 1985 edition) 

“It was a cheap lesson,” said Dr, James 
Ficociello, chairman of the Board of 
Health. 

A chemical leak at Olin Chemical on 
Eames Street late Monday afternoon 
resulted in an evacuation of the South 
Wilmington area, There were no serious 
injuries reported, and the cause of the 
leak was repaired within two hours. By 
8:00 p.m. residents were returning to their 
homes. 

Perhaps the greatest effect of the-emer- 
gency is yet to come. Town officials are 
seeking tighter controls on chemical 
operations in local industry, especially in 
the South Wilmington area. The Board of 
Health met in executive session Tuesday 
evening to discuss what action to take 
against Olin. 

Monday's situation was first reported to 
be a leak of phosphorus chloride, a chem- 
ical which is highly toxic. It turned out 
that the batch of chemicals being 
processed did contain that chemical, but 
that the escaping vapor was hydrogen 
chloride, which is an irritant, but is not 
toxic in vapor form. 

The problem resulted from an electrical 
problem with a pump used to force the 


the vapor is released into the atmosphere. 
The untreated vapors then began to vent 
out through a chimney. 

The problem was reported to officials, 
bringing response from local police, fire, 
and emergency management, along with 
state police and state environmental per- 
sonnel. 

About 5:20 p.m. police began advising 
residents to either evacuate or remain 
indoors. Nearby plants were given simi- 
lar warnings, and were told to shut off 
their ventilating systems. Many plants 
sent people home; others, including Olin, 
did not. 

An evacuation center was set up at the 
Wildwood School, with Red Cross workers 
testing the vital signs of evacuees. About 
200 persons showed up at the Wildwood 
School. 

There is no hard number telling how 
many people were evacuated. One figure, 
a guess, was 2,500. Others were lower. 
The number of residents evacuated from 
their homes was probably around 300. 

The escaped vapor at first was moving 
slowly to the east, with heavy concentra- 
tions reported on Industrial Way between 
5 and 6 p.m. 

A wind shift shortly after 6 began mov- 
ing the cloud of vapor to the north, and 
into residential areas on Brentwood and

WILMINGTON - There are currently 21 
Wilmington families involved in the 
Massachusetts Childhood Cancer Study, 
which is attempting to determine whether 
a link between the diagnoses and the con- 
tamination in Wilmington exists. 

For the benefit of those families, and 
others, a new neighborhood group called 
United Neighbors Invest in the Truth for 
Youth (UNITY) was formed in March of 
2005, 

UNITY meets to discuss shared con- 
cerns and experiences. 

‘We have organized to seek the truth 
about our environment and to obtain a 
resolution to the serious harm it may 
have caused,” Lee Brooks, one of 
UNITY's organizers, said in 2005. “We 
are determined to get answers to our 
many questions, create a positive and 
respectful atmosphere for dialog and 
action, and inform the public of the 
responsibilities we all share to protect our 
community's future - our youth.” 

UNITY offers support to parents and 
families whose children are ill. For the 
first time ever in such a situation, howev- 
er, a 468B Trust is being developed to 
enable the families to remain together 
from a legal perspective. 

This innovative and groundbreaking 
legal device was established on behalf of 
UNITY by Attorney Jan Schlichtmann. 

“This is the first time that such a Trust 
has been established to recognize that the 
whole family has to make this journey 
together,” Schlichtmann said. “This will 
enable all of the families to stay together 
legally.” 

This trust is intended solely for the ben- 
efit of children in Wilmington who have 
been diagnosed with cancer and their 
families so that they will not have to bear 
a lifelong financial burden. According to 
Schlichtmann, the Trust will be open to 
all families that choose to come together, 
including those families that only become 
aware of its existence later on in the jour- 
ney. 

Schlichtmann is not exactly new to the

field of environmental law. He is the man 
that Jonathon Harr based his bestselling 
book “A Civil Action” on. He was later 
portrayed on the big screen by John 
Travolta in the major motion picture of 
the same name. 

“Like the families in Woburn, you have 


recognized something,” Schlichtmann 
said at UNITY's first official meeting on 
March 15, 2005. “That beyond this 
tragedy from your family, there is some- 
thing else going on here, which com- 
mands your attention. What this involves, 
really, is the life of your community, not

just the life of your family.” 
Schlichtmann spent eight years warring 
with W.R. Grace and Beatrice Foods on 
behalf of his Woburn clients, but has since 
found a far more effective method for 
dealing with such situations.

Carcinogen discovered in Maple Meadow Brook Aquifer 


(originally printed in the Town Crier's

WILMINGTON - The town has suspend* 
ed the use of the water supply from the 
Maple Meadow Brook Aquifer after the 
discovery of a carcinogen chemical in 
four wells. 

On Monday, March 17, Water 
Superintendent Michael Woods 
announced that the preliminary results of 
continuous, comprehensive tests of the 
town's water supply have indicated the 
existence of nitrosodimethylamine, or 
NDMA, in the wells. The chemical is 
considered to be a probable human car- 
cinogen. 

According to Superintendent Woods, the 
four wells have been inactive since the 
fall of 2002. Furthermore, Woods said 
that the results of the tests did not show 
NDMA in the town's drinking water. 

“As a precautionary measure, we will 
continue to keep these wells off-line until 
more information and test data are gath- 
ered concerning the presence and extent 
of NDMA in the aquifer,” Woods said. 

The tests were conducted by the Olin 
Corporation under the supervision of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP). Olin 
sampled water was taken from such loca- 
tions as eleven points within the water 


distribution system, the Butters Row 
Treatment Plant and wells in the Maple 
Meadow Brook Aquifer. 

\ NDMA, which can be found in such 
everyday products as certain foods and 
cosmetics, has proven carcinogenic in 
animal studies, hence the belief that it is 
a likely carcinogen is humans as : 
According to the World Health 
Organization, the chemical is no longer 
used commercially or industrially in the 
United States but continues to be released 
as a by-product and contaminant from 
various industries and water treatment 
plants. Speci ly, releases of NDMA 
into the environment have been linked the 
to manufacture of pesticides, rubber tires, 
alkylamines and dyes. 

According to DEP officials, NDMA has 
been identified in the Maple Meadow 
Brook Aquifer as a result of repeated 
releases of hazardous materials at the 
site of the Olin Corporation at 51 Eames 
Street. Olin has owned the property since 
the early 1980s but is not the sole contrib- 
utor of materials that have been placed 
into the ground there. The corporation 
has been charged by the DEP with rid- 
ding the Eames Street location of all con- 
taminants. Last August, Wilmington 
formed the Citizens Advisory Panel, a 
committee that is comprised of residents 
and town officials who will supervise and 


analyze Olin's progress. 

Public water supplies are not ordinarily 
tested for the presence of NDMA. 
Furthermore, there is not a federal drink- 
ing water standard that is associated with 

chemical. The Office of R rch and 
Standards of the DEP has created its own 
drinking water guideline at ten parts per 
trillion for a 30-year exposure period and 
an immediate action level of two hundred 
parts per trillion. The DEP has also 
recently established related guidelines as 
a protocol for NDMA testing for the water 
supply in Wilmington. 

According to Woods, water samples that 
were collected from the four wells con- 
tained the chemical at concentration lev 
els that ranged from 32 to 166 parts per 
trillion. The town needs only take imme- 
diate action if levels that come in at 200 
parts per trillion or more. Nonetheless, 
Town Manager Michael Caira has 
ordered the suspension of the four wells. 

“Keeping these wells off-line will elimi- 
nate any exposure to NDMA and ensure 
the safety of our public water supply,” 
Caira stated. “Although no NDMA has 
been detected in the Town Park well or in 
the town's distribution system, we intend 
to keep all wells that are located in the 
Maple meadow Brook Aquifer off-line as 
long as the threat exists.” 

The results of the tests from the water 


supply must be validated scientifically 
before their findings can be confirmed 
Woods states that the validated results of 
the recent NDMA tests are expected by 
the end of this month. Further tests will 
be conducted at the Olin site and the 
aquifer to establish the extent of the 
chemical's prsence in the groundwater. 
Further information about the prelimi 
nary test results can be found on the web 
page of the Board of Health at 
www.boa.com/boh. 

On Monday, Woods announced several 
measures that his department will take to 
make sure that thé water supply remains 
safe and uninterrupted. For example, 
Wilmington will rely on town wells that 
exist outside the Maple Meadow Brook 
Aquifer. Secondly, the town will continue 
to implement such water conservation 
measures as the imposition of outside 
watering restrictions. 

Woods also stated that, if necessary, the 
town will meet peak water demands by 
making emergency connections with 
neighboring communities. Recently, 
Wilmington entered an agreement with 
the Olin Corporation, in which the chem- 
ical company will fund as much as $3 mil- 
lion for the construction of an emergency 
hook-up to the Massachusetts Water 
Resource Authority. Construction of the

connection is expected to be completed in 
2004. 

More information will be available from 
town officials when the Board of 
Selectmen meets on Monday, March 24. 
The meeting will begin at 7 p.m. at the 
Wilmington Town Hall at 121 Glen Road. 

In ‘related developments, Thursday, 
March 21 had been the scheduled deadline 
for public comments on the Phase III 
Remedial Action Plan for the aquifer. The 
deadline was announced during a meeting 
on February 26 during which the DEP 
met in Wilmington too present Olin's 
Phase III plan to the public. As a result 
of the discovery of NDMA in Wilmington, 
however, the DEP has suspended its dead- 
line for public comment on the plan. 

According to Christopher Pyott and 
Stephen Johnson of the DEP, the presence 
of NDMA in the aquifer will likely affect 
the conclusions of Olin's Phase III 
Remedial Action Plan because the plan 
had indicated the continued use of all of 
the production wells in the aquifer. The 
wells would have been used at pumping 
rates that would keep ammonia levels in 
check, in order to avoid certain concen-

trations of nitrite. 

Local environmental activists reacted to 
the news on Monday. 

“It is good to see at this point that the 
town is being proactive in closing down 
the wells and protecting against human 
health risks,” said Kathleen Barry, who is 
the president of the Concerned Citizens 
Network. 

Barry says that she has been in contact 
with the Center for Disease Control 
(CDC) in Atlanta. According to Barry, 
CDC representatives have informed her 
that the center is going to upgrade its 1999 
statistical data on NDMA's toxicological 
effects on humans. 

“It's an unfortunate thing,” Barry said. 
“We're losing our water supply as a 
source.” 

Suzanne Sullivan, a selectman candi- 
date, says that the discovery of NDMA in 
the four wells plays right into the findings 
of cancer studies that have been conduct- 
ed within the community. 

“This is a carcinogen,” Sullivan said. 
“There could have been exposure of 
NDMA to the residents of this town. If 
that is the case, then Olin owes us big 
time.” 


The five wells that were shut down in the fall of 2002 were all serviced by the but- 
ters Row Treatment Facility. The facility now services only the Shawsheen Avenue 
well, which is located well outside of the Mple Meadow aquifer. 


Town seeks Superfund listing 


Department of Environmental Protection at an impasse with the chemical giant

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Selectmen voted unanimously on 
Monday, July 18th, to support the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection's (DEP) 
efforts to transfer its authority for over- 
sight of the investigation and remedia- 
tion of the Olin site to the federally reg- 
ulated Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

The Board had originally considered 
the matter during its June 27, 2005 meet- 
ing, but tabled the decision pending a 
recommendation from Town Counsel 
Paul DeRensis. The recommendation 
provided by DeRensis agreed that trans- 
ferring supervision to EPA was the best 
of the available options. 

Robert Cianciarulo of the EPA, 
Stephen Johnson of the DEP and 
Christopher Pyott of the DEP appeared 
before the Board to answer questions. 

Board members were most concerned 
that delays and setbacks to the ongoing 
remediation of the site could potentially 
occur during the transition of authority 


from one agency to the other. The rep- 
resentatives assured the Board that they 
would share information and that DEP 
would remain involved to some extent, 
but they did not gloss over the potential 
for near-term setbacks. Cianciarulo 
stated that it was most likely that they 
would take a step back before taking two 
forward. 

Transfer of authority to EPA would 
result in the placing of the Olin site on 
the EPA's National Priority List (NPL) 
as a Superfund site. There are current- 
ly 27 NPL Superfund sites in 
Massachusetts, including the Rocco's 
Landfill in Tewksbury. A contaminated 
site must be nominated to the NPL, but 
Cianciarulo, Johnson, and Pyott all 
expressed confidence that Olin would be 
listed. 

Selectman Suzanne Sulivan was con- 
cerned with the current budget prob- 
lems associated with the Superfund pro- 


gram. 

“The Superfund program has been 
slashed and no new money has been put 
int the program for quite some time,” 
Sullivan said. “Would the EPA step in 
and with funding if needed?” 


Johnson answered Sullivan from 
DEP's perspective. 

“It'S safe to say that the state wouldn't 
step in to fund a multi-million dollar 
clean-up,” Johnson said. “We just don't 
have the funds. EPA is set up to take 
care of the worst scenarios.” 

The next step in the process for trans- 
fer of authority consists of a 60-day 
comment period, after which comments 
are reviewed and a decision is made. 

The Olin site was classified as a Tier 
1A Disposal Site on September 20, 1994 
as the result of the discharging of waste- 
water to unlined lagoons and ditches by 
previous property owners over a period 
of many years. Tier 1A Sites are over- 
seen by the DEP and a piece of land is 
categorized as such only if it possesses 
contaminants that impact a town's 
water supply. 

The Olin property in Wilmington con- 
sists of 53 acres, but the estimated lim- 
its of contaminant migration appear to 
nearly double that area, extending as 
far as Chestnut Street. A small portion 
of the site overlaps the Maple Meadow 
Landfill and a small portion runs into 
Woburn by the Municipal Landfill.

In 1953 a chemical manufacturing 
facility was constructed at Olin's cur- 
rent location on Eames Street and was 
subsequently owned and operated by at 
least three different companies prior to 
Olin's purchase of the property in 1980. 

The facility primarily manufactured 
chemical blowing agents, stabilizers, 
antioxidants and other specialty chemi- 
cals for the rubber and plastics industry 
and generated liquid waste which was 
disposed of onsite. 

Wastewater was not the only form of 
contamination introduced to the site. 
Drums containing organic chemicals 
were buried on the property and there 
are reports of spills of leaks of various 
chemicals. 

Massachusetts General Law 21E was 
enacted in 1983 and in the Olin property 
was first listed a Location to Be 
Investigated by the DEP in 1987. Olin 
applied for a Waiver of Approvals, which 
was granted by the DEP in 1989 and 
classified the property as a Non-Priority 
Site. It was believed at that time that 
any contaminants were contained to the 
property and had no impact on the town 
watér supply.

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health's Community Assessment Program (CAP) is currently conducting a study of childhood cancer in Wilmington to 
address concerns about the pattern of cancer of children living in town. The following is a fact sheet, which appears on the Department of Public Health's website, 
containing the most recent information about the study. 


Fact Sheet: Wilmington Childhood Cancer Study 


Last updated by Massachusetts Department of Public Health in August 2002 _ 


Why is a childhood cancer study being 
conducted in Wilmington? 

In 1999, concerned residents and the 

Wilmington Board of Health asked the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health (MDPH), Bureau of 
Environmental Health A: 
(BEHA), Community A: 
Program (CAP) to investigate a reported 
cluster of childhood cancer in 
Wilmington, Massachusetts. Initial con- 
cerns focused on a number of children 
diagnosed with brain cancer, Hodgkin's 
disease, leukemia, and non-Hodgkin's 
lymphoma residing in the Kelly Hill 
neighborhood, located on the west side of 
town, and the town as a whole between 
the years 1990 and the present. 

What do the data on childhood cancer 
in Wilmington show to date? 

In July of 2000, the CAP reviewed data 
on childhood cancer in Wilmington for 
the years 1987-1995, the most recent and 
complete data available at the time. 
During these years, one child was diag- 
nosed with brain cancer, four children 
were diagnosed with leukemia, and one 
child was diagnosed with Hodgkin's dis- 
ease. There were no children diagnosed 
with non-Hodgkin's lymphoma in 
Wilmington during this time period. All 
of the children lived in two of the four 
Wilmington census tracts (CTs) that geo- 
graphically subdivide the town (CTs 3312 
and 3313). Census tract 3313 is the area 
where the Kelly Hill neighborhood is 
located. 

In July of 2002, the CAP reviewed more 
recent data available from the MCR for 
the years 1996-1998. During these three 
years, one child was diagnosed with 
leukemia. This child lived in CT 3312 at 
the time of diagnosis. There were no chil- 
dren diagnosed with brain cancer, 
Hodgkin's disease or non-Hodgkin's lym- 
phoma during this time period. 

Is the rate of childhood cancer in 
Wilmington elevated? 

Within census tracts 3312 and 3313, 
which are located on the west side of 
Wilmington, there were more children 
diagnosed with brain cancer, leukemia 
and Hodgkin's disease during 1987-1995 
than expected based on state-wide child- 
hood cancer rates. Similar patterns were 
seen when the data was updated to 
include the years 1996-1998. However, 
because these comparisons are based on 
small numbers, their statistical meaning 
is difficult to interpret with confidence. It 
is also important to note that early 
reports from concerned Wilmington resi- 
dents indicated that a number of children 


were reportedly diagnosed after 1998. No ° 


information on the pattern of childhood 


cancer for the years 1999 to the present is 
available at this time. 

Has childhood cancer in Wilmington 
been linked to a specific environmental 
exposure? 

‘To date, no specific pathway of environ- 
mental exposure has been linked to child- 
hood cancer in Wilmington. A number of 
environmental concerns have been raised 
by the Wilmington community including 
questions about drinking water quality 
and dumping of hazardous materials at 
several businesses and sites located 
throughout the town. The MDPH child- 
hood cancer study will investigate 
whether an environmental exposure path- 
way is likely to be related to childhood 
cancer in Wilmington. 

How will the study evaluate childhood 
cancer concerns up to the present? 

A questionnaire has been developed to 
collect and evaluate information on can- 
cer risk factors that may be related to 
childhood cancer in Wilmington. Data 
collected with the questionnaire will be 
used to evaluate whether Wilmington 
children diagnosed with cancer share any 
common patterns or risk factors, includ- 
ing possible environmental factors. In 
addition, the information collected will be 
used to help evaluate whether there are 
differences between children who have 
been diagnosed with cancer and those 
who lived in Wilmington at the same time 
but have not been diagnosed with cancer. 

Since an important piece of the 
Wilmington childhood cancer investiga- 
tion involves potential environmental 
exposures, information generated from 
several sources, including the Town of 
Wilmington, the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection, and the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency will be 
evaluated in conjunction with information 
collected through the questionnaire. 

What information is being collected as 
part of the study? 

Because little is known about environ- 
mental exposures and children's health, 
the questionnaire is designed to collect 
information about a variety of topics. 
These include residential history, family 
medical history, parental occupational 
history, hobbies/activities, and products 
used in or around the home. In addition, 
information from both the child and 
mother's medical records will be used to 
supplement information gathered 
through the personal interview. 

Who will be asked to participate in the 
study? 

Mothers or primary care-givers of chil- 
dren diagnosed with cancer between 1987 
and 2000 while living in Wilmington will 


be asked to participate in interviews for 
the childhood cancer ‘study. In addition, 
parents of Wilmington children who have 
not been diagnosed with cancer will be 
asked to participate to provide a compar. 
ison group. These children were random. 
ly selected for participation from 
Wilmington school or birth records and 
were matched on age and gender to a 
child who had been diagnosed with can 
cer. 

How and when will families be con- 
tacted to participate? 

Families are currently being contacted 
via mail regarding participation in the 
study. Attempts to recruit study partici- 
pants will continue throughout the sum- 
mer and fall of 2002. A total of approxi- 
mately 100 families are needed to partici- 
pate in the study. If you have received a 
letter requesting your participation, 
please return the participation form to 
MDPH so that an interview can be sched- 
uled. 

Can anyone volunteer to be in the com- 
parison group? 

Unfortunately, people cannot volunteer 
to be study participants. In order to 
ensure that the comparison group is rep- 


resentative of the community as a whole, 
it is necessary to randomly select study 
participants through a scientific process.

The Olin facility is a chemical plant 
formerly owned by Stepan Chemicals. 
It was first built in the early 1950's as 
National  Polychemicals. Olin 
Corporation bought the plant about 
three years ago, and last year went 
through a process of testing, recertify- 
ing and replacing storage tanks. 

Stepan recently settled a claim by the 
Wilmington Water and Sewer Dept. for 
damage to sewer mains by chemicals 
released into the sewer. 

An ammonia leak in the area earlier 
this year was reportedly. traced to the 
Olin plant. Nothing was ever resolved 
on that matter. 
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Residents from South Wilmington were evacuated and temporarily displaced by the 
release of hydrogen chloride vapors from Olin in November 1985. Residents waited 
at the Wildwood Street School while Red Cross workers were on hand to administer 
medical evaluations. The effected area was deemed safe for people to return by 
approximately 8:00 p.m. that evening.

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water conservation measures must be in 
place before a community may purchase 
water from another municipality. 

As an aside, however, unfettered outdoor 
watering may soon become a thing of the 
past for citizens throughout 
Massachusetts. DEP is moving toward 
stricter water conservation measures 
statewide and is even attempting to limit 
the use of private wells. 

Q. Can I water my lawn once the 
town has established a connection 
to the MWRA? 

A. Yes, very likely. Though unregulat- 
ed watering will never be allowable 
again, it is likely that residents will be 
able to water their lawns once or twice a 
week, except of course in the event of a 
drought. 

Q. Is it costing us more to pur- 


chase water from neighboring’ 


communities? 

A. Yes, it costs significantly more, but 
residents are not footing the bill. Our 
neighboring communities are charging 
retail prices for the water being sent to 
Wilmington, but Olin Chemical pays for 
all of that water. Additionally, Olin has 
committed to paying for the construction 
of a permanent connection to MWRA, 
and has verbally agreed to pay a signifi- 
cant amount of the town's membership 
fee for joining MWRA. Most towns using 
MWRA water rely on its ratepayers to 
pay the membership fee, which is in the 
millions, to the ratepayers.

A. A Superfund site is a site that has 
been listed on the EPA's Superfund 
National Priorities List. Superfund sites 
are considered to be the nation's most 
serious hazardous waste sites identified 
by the EPA for possible long term clean 
up. As of April 2006, there were 115 
Superfund sites in New England, with 36 
of those being in Massachusetts. 

Q. Is Olin the only Superfund 
site in this general area? 

A. No. Not only is Olin not the only 
Superfund site in the general area, it is 
not the only site in Wilmington. The 
Sutton Brook Superfund site is also par- 
tially located in Wilmington, with the 
majority of it being in Tewksbury. The 
Woburn Industri-Plex Superfund site has 
been remediated and re-developed, cur- 
rently housing Raytheon, a Target depart- 
ment store, a Starbucks, a Petco, and 
many other retail and office buildings. A 
second Superfund site, known as Wells 
G&H, is also located in Woburn. The Iron 
Horse Park Superfund site is located in 
Billerica. 

Q. Why hasn't the town sued 
Olin for contaminating the 
groundwater? 

A. To date, Olin has accepted responsi- 
bility for the contamination emanating 
from its property at 51 Eames Street, as 
it is legally bound to. Among other 
things, Olin has paid for all of the water 
testing, has paid - and continues to pay - 
for all of the water that Wilmington has 
imported from neighboring communities 
to meet demand, has agreed to pay for 
the construction of-a permanent connec- 
tion to the MWRA, and has given verbal 
assurance that it will pay for a majority 


of the membership fee to MWRA. As long _ initiated by Town Counsel in April 2004,
